An  Act  to  provide  for  compulsory  primary  education  and  to  make  better  provision 
for  the  management  and  control  of  primary  education  in  the  Province  of  Bombay. 

WHEREAS  it  is  the  duty  of  Government  to  secure  the  development  ahei  expansion 
of  primary  education  ; and  whereas  it  is  the  declared  policy  of  Government  that 
universal,  free  and  compulsory  primary  education  should  be  reached  by  a definite 
programme  of  progressive  expansion  ; and  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  better 
provision  for  the  development  expansion,  management  and  control  of  primary 
education  in  the  Province  of  Bombay  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  ! • 


CHAPTER  I. 


Preliminary.  -
